Money wasted on unneeded trains 
could bring further service im- 
provements and more job oppor- 
tunities.

haze of nostalgia for the ro- 
mance of train travel, the cold fact 
looms that the long distance pas- 
senger train is dead andnoamount 
of prayer or wishful thinking can 
bring it back to life.” 

SP President B. F. Biaggini 
made this statement in talks be- 
fore the Corporate Secretaries As- 
sociation in San Francisco on May 
10 and before a group of business 
and civic leaders at a Transporta- 
tion Day luncheon in Portland on 
May 19. 

“Statements like this one usually 
generate prompt reactions from 


various special interests,” he said. 
“Among them are small groups of 
railfans who yearn for the dear 
departed days of opulence in rail 
passenger service as part of their 
hobby, some labor representatives 
who are fearful of loss of jobs con- 
nected with rail passenger service, 
but who should realize that there 
are more job opportunities avail- 
able for their people if the railroad 
industry is a strong, healthy and 
effective competitor in the trans- 
portation field; some regulatory 
bodies who have not taken the 
time to think out clearly the true 
economic value of rail transporta- 


tion to the overall health of the 
national economy; and a rapidly 
diminishing number of railroad 
executives who see some elusive 
and untraceable promotional value 
in the operation of profitless pas- 
senger trains. This type of rail- 
road officer is truly a vanishing 
American,” 

Pointing out that few people 
realize the enormity of passenger 
losses, Mr, Biaggini said that on 
Southern Pacific alone they had 
reached $58 million by 1954, “ab- 
sorbing nearly 55% of what our 
freight services were earning.” 

This huge loss occurred, he 
said, “despite the fact that we had 
recently spent millions on a fleet 
of new streamliners, as fine as any 
trains anywhere in the world, and 
had been spending over a million 
dollars a year in advertising them. 
No railroad had done more to woo 
and keep its passengers, yet even 
this had no effect against the na- 
tionwide change in travel habits in 
favor of the automobile and the 
airplane.” 

“Gradually, since 1954,” Mr. 
Biaggini explained, by discon- 
tinuing as many unused trains as 
the regulatory bodies would per- 
mit, and by tailoring other fea- 
tures of the service to fit the stead- 
ily declining demand, we have 
been able to reduce SP’s $58 mil-

lion annual passenger deficit. to 
about $16 million in 1966. 


“But this loss still represents 
over 20% of our earnings from 
freight service,” he stressed, 


The railroad industry’s total 
passenger deficit comes to more 
than $400 million annually, the 
SP President pointed out, and is 
a major factor in the inability of 
many roads to afford the purchase 
of their normal quota of new 
freight cars, 

“This has a very direct bearing 
on car supply on our lines,” he 
said, “because so many of our own 
ears are held captive off our lines 
for abnormally long periods to 
meet shortages there.” 

The businessman, once the 
backbone of the railroad passen- 
ger business, can no longer afford 
the time it takes to travel by 
train, Mr. Biaggini stated. 


“We railroaders can’t afford 
wasted man-days of travel either,” 
he said. “With the exception of 
railroad inspection trips, nearly all 
of our official travel is by commer- 
cial airlines.” 

Discussing the experiments in 
high speed ground transportation 
being conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce for the run 
between Washington and Boston, 
the President pointed out that the 
cost of such a system in this single 
400-mile corridor has been esti- 


offs and landings would make it 
obsolete almost overnight.” 

There are trains still serving a 
purpose, Mr. Biaggini pointed 
out, but they are either in com- 
mute service or operating in for- 
eign countries under substantial 
government subsidies. 

Some 12,000 commuters depend 


on SP’s service on the San Fran- 
cisco Peninsula to get to and from 
the City every day, he said, “so 
this service fills a real need.” 
“Operations of this kind will 
continue at least for the time 
being, because they serve a pur-

Model to Test TOPS 


A miniature model of TOPS will 
be set up on the floor of the big 
computer room in San Francisco 
in June. 

Its purpose will be to test vari- 
ous programs and procedures that 
are essential to SP’s giant system 
for the collection and reporting of 
current data on all cars, locomo- 
tives and trains moving over our 
railroad. 

Several input/output devices 
will be connected to the computer 
to create a simulated “railroad 
network” with four major and four 
minor yards, a main line, four 
branch lines and various other fea- 


tures characteristic of SP. 

TOPS personnel will use the 
input/output devices to keep the 
computer informed about the 
movement of imaginary cars and 
trains, simulating various yard of- 
fice procedures, Their tests will 
cover four or five days in the life 
cycle of a freight car. 

They will also check to see that 
the computer properly fills re- 
quests for such data as, “Where is 
Car 999,999?”, and that it ack- 
nowledges receipt of data from the 
field. They will even give the com- 
puter incorrect data to make sure 


it catches such errors as non-exist- 
ant or incomplete car numbers. 

“This ‘model railroad’ will help 
us test TOPS programs to see how 
they mesh with one another,” ex- 
plains R. H. Bradley, manager of 
the TOPS project, “and we will 
also be taking a close look at the 
procedures we have devised for 
putting TOPS into operation in 
order to anticipate and prevent 
any possible problems in the 
future.” 

In charge of the test project is 
L. V. Reppeteau, senior assistant 
supervisor, TOPS.

trucks to perform this work in the 
field. 


Three of these trucks operate 
round the clock, seven days a 
week, within a fifty-mile radius of 
Los Angeles. Aboard each is a ma- 
chinist and an electrician. 


The switcher foreman schedules 
and coordinates the work of these 
service and maintenance crews, 
and he radios them whenever he 
gets word that a locomotive needs 
special attention. Any unit found 
to beailing can usually be restored 
+o service in a matter of hours, in- 
stead of days as would be the case 
if it had to be brought in to the 
shop. These crews also handle 
maintenance work on the electri- 
cal circuits and radios of cabooses 
located at the same tie-up points 
as the locomotives. 


In the Los Angeles metropoli- 
tan area, switch engines are fueled 
and sanded by another specially- 
equipped truck which operates 
around the clock. The switcher 
foreman also schedules this work 
and contacts the truck by radio if 
a unit requires special servicing. 


When a locomotive unit is due 
to be shopped for heavier mainte- 
nance work than can be handled 
in the field, the Scheduling De- 
partment at Taylor Yard informs 
the switcher foreman, so that he 
can arrange for a replacement unit 
without loss of time or power. 


In addition to its work on 
switch engines, the Mechanical 
Department at Los Angeles main- 
tains over 500 road engines. Most 
of them are fueled and serviced at 
Taylor Yard under the supervision 
of the roundhouse foreman, whose 
office is in the same building as 
those of the switcher foreman and 
the scheduling foreman. 


Commenting on the recently- 
established system, Los Angeles 
Master Mechanic T. O. Siegmund 
says, “We wonder now how we 
ever got along without it.”

Pilot Course 


Western Div. Employes 
Study Defensive Driving 


@ Western Division employes who 
drive automobiles, trucks and 
other highway vehicles on Com- 
pany business are taking an eight- 
hour course on “Defensive Driv- 
ing.” 

Conducted on Company time 
by the Safety Department, the 
course is divided into four two- 
hour sessions. It combines both 
lectures and discussion and makes 
use of films, visual aids and text 
books prepared by the National 
Safety Council. 

Purpose of the course, accord- 
ing to Superintendent of Safety

D. K. Miller, is to teach the non- 
professional driver how to drive 
defensively — that is, to drive in 
such a manner as to prevent acci- 
dents in spite of the incorrect ac- 
tions of others and adverse condi- 
tions. 

“Forty-two percent of all deaths 
and 67 per cent of all injuries aris- 
ing from vehicle accidents result 
from the two-car crash,” Miller 
explained. “There are only six pos- 
sible positions for a two-car crash. 
You hit the car ahead of you, the 
car behind can hit you, you can 
hit an oncoming car, you can have 
an accident at an intersection, and 
you can have an accident passing 
another car or while you are being 
passed. 

“The Defensive Driving Course 
tells people how to avoid these 
specific highway hazards,” he said, 


“and it also deals with the so- 
called ‘mystery crash’ where a car 
runs off the road for no apparent 
reason. Studies indicate that peo- 
ple can drive at least twice as safe- 
ly as they do now, and the course 
is designed to help them do just 
that.” 

Miller estimated that it will take 
about four months to present the 
course to Western Division drivers, 
after which consideration will be 
given to extending it to other di- 
visions. 

Serving as instructor is Safety 
Supervisor Philip P, Healy. 


Three-quarters of a million people 
work in the railroad industry, 
drawing $6 billion in annual wages 
and fringe benefits.

ger train in this country has lost 
its purpose in the light of very 
evident public preference for other 
modes,” the president stated. 

He cited these indicators of the 
public’s preference for air and 
highway travel: 

© Government spending this 
year for highway and air facilities 
will reach a record high of nearly 
$171% billion. (“The public has, 
in effect, voted the passenger train 
out of existence.”) 

¢ To meet the demand for air 
travel between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles there are 110 flights 
daily with a capacity of about 
11,000 seats. 

* Automobile registrations 
have increased one-third in Cal- 
ifornia in the past 10 years, reach- 
ing 834 million in 1966. 

© In the same 10-year period, 
the number of passengers on the 
Lark between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles has dropped two- 
thirds, from about 300 to about 
one plane load, nightly. 

Losses on the Lark, the San 
Joaquin Daylight and the Del 


Monte, Mr. Biaggini said, now to- 
tal $2,226,000 a year —- “enough 
to support the acquisition of 663 
modern freight cars to help meet 
the expanding needs of western 
industry.” 

The President summarized the 
conclusions of the recent Stanford 
Research Institute study of “The 
Future of Rail Passenger Traffic 
in the West” as follows: 

“The decline in inter-city rail 
passenger travel will continue un- 
abated as per capita automobile 
ownership continues to increase, 
highways are improved and air- 
line fares tend to be brought 
down.” 

Pointing out that far-reaching 
improvements in virtually every 
area of railroad operations since 
World War II have meant lower 
freight rates and better service to 
customers, Mr, Biaggini concluded 
that the industry can best serve 
the public —- not by continuing to 
operate unneeded passenger trains 
at heavy losses, but by putting 
this money to productive use for 
further service and facility im- 
provements. 


The U. S. freight car fleet numbers 
nearly 1,8 million units — enough 
to form a train 15,000 miles long, 
spanning the continent five times. 


In discussing prospects for passenger service, Mr, Blaggint referred to the recent Stanford Research
